The New Quebec 


On a map of Canada may be 
seen a great triangular block of 
land between Hudson's Bay on 
the west and the Atlantic Ocean 
on the edst.: If the map is a re- 
cent one, this huge country. will 
be included’ in the province of 
Quebec} of which it now forms a 
part. The true name is Ungava 
or New Quebec, as some people 
prefer to call it. Others call it 
Labrador or the Peninsula of Lab- 
rador; but it is not Labrador, for 
Labrador is the narrow strip of 
land along the Atlantic side of 

e Peninsula and belongs, not to 
Canada, but to Newfoundland. 
You will find a description of the 
true Labrador in the article on 
Newfoundland. There is, how- 
ever, little or -nothing known 
about this vast peninsula, but the 
call of the unknown ‘has always 
had a great attraction for a cer- 
tain type of man and many have 
not hesitated to risk life and 
health to learn its secrets. A Mr. 
Hubbard lost his life from starva- 
tion in Ungava, but this did not 
stop his friend, “and ‘even’ his 
wife from ‘continuing the search. 


Ungava is a tableland about 
2,000 feet high and it slopes to- 
wards the Hudson Bay and the 
Arctic Ocean. The Atlantic coast 
is much higher and the rivers 
which flow into the Atlantic have 
worn deep ravines through ~ the 
rocks and earth. ese ravines 
are sometimes. hundreds: of. feet 
deep and are very beautiful. The 
whole interior of the country is 
covered with a network of rivers 
and lakes. 4 

This fact makes it possible to 
use canoes but as many of the 
rivers are shallow and rapid, the 
canoes and food have to be car- 
ried for long distances. The great 
number of the rivers makes it’ 
‘easy to get lost, for our maps are 
poor and a person is quite likely 
to go astray in a country where 
the rivers and lakes are so plenti- 
ful and look.so much alike. Then, 
too, unless one carries sufficient 
food to last the journey, they may 
starve to death for wild animals 
cannot be depended upon for 
food and every fisherman knows 
that fish will not always take the 
fly or allow themselves to be 
caught in other ways.

the winter journey into the Bar- 
rens must be a very short one. 
Many an Indian, after burning his 
tent poles and\ every scrap of 
wood, has, in the end died mis- 
erably in this dreary country. A 
few white men have made short - 
dashes into the Barrens in winter 
but their adventures have not 
een pleasant.

how far the néWspapers of ‘Can-]’ 


ada have arrived.at the stage of a 
joint control in the spread of 
opinion is indicated by the unan- 
imity with which the recent 
suspension of oil regulations in 
the Mackenzie river region. was 
accepted by them, and the equal- 
ly unanimous acceptance of the 
new regulations even before the 
retroactive features were amend- 
ed. When the newspaper field is 
narrowed down to the expression 
of only one-side of public opinion 
the newspaper becomes .a dan- 
gerous and effective weapon of 
special privilege, interest and ad- 
vantage. It does the exact reverse 
of what has hitherto. been expect 
ed of it. There-must be more than 
one view of all public questions. 
If only one view can find news- 
paper expression all other views 
are thereby repressed, or even 
suppressed; with results that do 
not tend t6 the public well being. 
A. newspaper is not merely a 
{printed sheet; nor the mechanctal 
appliances or business and liter- 
ary effort necessary to produce 
it. It is not in the ordinary sense 
of the word a business enterprise 
It is essentially a means for the 
expression and spread of ideas. It 
is of, value in proportion as the 
ideas - which it expresses . and 
spreads are for the public good, 
and find acceptance by the people 
concerned, Its value is not meas- 
ured by the cost of its mechanical 
equipment, by the numbers of its 
paegs, or by the returns on the 
money invested. Its value is: in 
the impression it makes on the 
public mind—for . good or ill— 
Pomimonly called “influence. a ate 
value is mot less but more, be 
cause its product is intangible. 
Nor is the material cost of its 
production. less because its” pro- 
cannot be weighed or measured, 
eaten or worn. As the mind dir- 
ects the activities of the body, 
therefore that which influences 
the coriclusions ef-the: mind may 
well be of more value .than that 
which ‘provides for. the needs of 
the body, As the. newspaper may 
be of more material value than 
some ordinary business ‘enter- 
priséjso it might be of greater], 
material cost. But as a matter of 
fact the paper even as it is today, 
is the cheapest thing that, money, 
can buy; and as a medium of pub- 
licity. gives greater and more ef- 
ficient : service for less money than 
any other agency.
